Exporting CaUklos. 


There are 50,000 stons of house cats 


exported from the United States ey?ry 
year. These skins coxpe from all parts of 
the country, a -wholesaler seldom re- 
ceiving a consignment of furs from a 
country correspondent that does not in- 
clude a number of catskins. When the 
correspondent receives 15 cents apiece 
for them on an average he may consider 
that he is doing remarkably well. 'There 
is very little demand for catskins in 
this country except for cattail rugs and 
other odditiei'.bometimes for trimmings, 
and very rarely as a chest covering in 
•winter for an old man who belongs to 
the customs of a past generation. So the 
New York wholesaler sorts his catakins 
into lots of a half dozen different grades, 
and sends them to London, to be sold at 
the quarterly auctions of one of the 
great far dealers 
The skins of black 


cats bring tho most money, and as many 
as 10,000 of them have been disposed of 
for 60 cents apieco. 
Yellow cat skins 


are next m valne. Maltese and body 
mixed colors bring the least, often going 
for 5 cents apiece, or rather they bring 
the least of the full growu cats, for 
there is a demand at 3 and 4 cents apiece 
for the skins of little kittens.

BESTRICTING IMMIGKAT1ON. 


There are two bills before Congress 


to restrict immigration. One baa been 
Introduced by Representative Johnson 
of California and the other by Senaf jr 
Lodge of Massachusetts. The Johnson 
bill, a synopsis of which was heretofore 
published in the JOURNAL, provides for 
the absolute exclusion of foreign labo: - 
en after August 1, 1898; the Lodge 
bill prohibits the immigration of illiter- 
ate foreigners only. The Imriigration 
Bestriction league reports that 42,142 
illiterate, immigrants over 16 years of 
age arrived in the United States during 
the fiscal year 1895. 
Of the total 


:i imber of immigrants over 16 years of 
ah'o arriving in the United States in 
1395 21 per cent were illiterate and 
could not write nor read their own 
language. 
The percentage of these 


given by countries is as follows: 
Sweden and Norway, 1; Germany, 2; 
England, France and Scotland, 3, 
Ireland, 7; Wales, 9; Russia, 26; Poland 
29; Austria-Hungary, »D; Italy, 44. The 
Lodge bill would exclude these, and 
the labor unions throughout the conn 
try are said to bo in favor of it as they 
argue that a protective tariff on foreign 
manufactures does not benefit the 
American laborer, while foreign labor 
ja permitted to come into the country 
unmolested. 


In this connection it is noticeable 


that Massachusetts, whose representa- 
tives in Congress were opposed to 
legislation restricting the immigra- 
tion of illiterate whites. 
The vast 


number of unemployed in the United 
States is opening the eyes of Eastern 
people and those who were opposed to 
excluding Chinese a short time ago are 
now in favor of restricting white immi- 
gration.

VACCINATION 
AND THE SCHOOLS. 


Proceedings Perfected for a Test Case. 


Last November the Board of Health 


made an order requiring 'all children 
attending the public schools to be vac- 
cinated. No attempt was made to en- 
force this order throughout the State 
until November 29th, when the Board 
of Health notified all school boards in 
Washoe county at least to enforce the 
September order 
and exclude all 


students who did not present a certifi- 
cate from a regular physician that the 
student had been vaccinated within five 
years. 


The parents of some of the public 


school pupils and several of the Uni- 
versity students protested against this 
order on various grounds, which it is 
nut necessary to mention. Yesterday 
several students, who did not have the 
required certificate, 
were excluded 


from the University, and last nighf'tbe 
School Board of Reno arranged to test 
the law under which the Board of 
Health acted. 


Hon. T. V. Julien will institute the 


proceedings, one of his children baing 
excluded for not presenting the re- 
quired certificate. The intention is to 
get the case before the Supreme Court 
immediately.

those who unfortunately spring from 
him.—Sir B. W. Richardson in Satur- 
day Review. 


Bow Ante Kill a Snake. 


That ants can actually kill snakes ia 


n bard thing to believe. There is. in e- 
iutablo evidence, however, that they do, 
and scientists have discovered that the 
snake has hardly a more dangerous ene- 
my. ^Tho large red brown forest ant ia 
the sort that is tho moafc fatal to snakes, 
and a curious thing about the attack of 
these tiny creatures on this comparative- 
ly enormous reptile is that they kill it 
for food and not on account of any nat- 
ural antipathy. 


When some of tho ants catch eight of 


a snake, they arouse the whole commu 
uity at once. In platoons and battalions 
the little fellows set upon the reptile, 
striking tboir nippers into its body and 
eyes at thousands of points at once. 


With such rapid movement and such 


eplendid concentration. is the att& k 
made that the snake Cas no chance at all 
of escaping. It is like a thousand elec- 
tric needles piercing him at once. Tho 
snake soon becomes exhausted, and dies 
ignominionsly. 


Then the ants set harder at work. 


They begin to tear off the flesh in 
small pieces, gradually stripping av, y 
the skin and working underneath. 
Not 


until they have carried off everything 
except the bones and the skin itself do 
they retire.—Pearson's Weekly. 


The Famous Old Willow Ware. 


You may know a plate of old willow 


ware by this decoration: On the right 
there is a mandarin's country seat. In 
tho foreground there should bo a pa- 
vilion, in the background an orange treo 
and to the right a peach tree. The place 
is inclosed by a fence, and through the 
estate there should wander a brook, and 
in this brook there is an island high.at 
the left side with n cottage on it. Over 
the brook there is a bridge, and on it 
there should be three figures. The wil- 
low tree, the famous willow tree, is at 
one end and a gardener's cottage at the 
other. Two birds are high in the air 
above the picture. The whole is tup 
posed to tell the romance of the man- 
darin's daughter, who is one of ^ho fig- 
ures on the bridge. The others nre her 
lover and the mandarin himself. Tho 
birds are turtle doves into which the 
lovers were changed by the gods that 
they might escape to wrath of father 
mandarin, who pursued them.—New 
York Post. 


A Mountain of Gold. 


The most famous and most puzzling 


of all gold mines is the Mount Morgan. 
It appears, from one of tho Sydney pa- 
pers, that it contributes more precious 
metal to the world's treasure than any 
other patch of the earth's surface of (he 
same extent. Mount Morgan ie supposed 
to be the product of a thermal Ki;r:K3 
and is gimply a mountain of gold, Lr.t 
of gold that has already been trealwl by 
nature. In some faroff age the hill has 
been n huge natural crucible, arid all 
the gold it contains has been already 
mined, chemically dissolved and precip- 
itated by nature herself. 
No spook of 


gold larger than a pin's point ba.i ever 
been discovered in the monn t. The pre- 
cious metal exists in a sort of golden 
flour, dissolved through ironstone.— 
Westminster Gazette.
